Boomers Enter the Sisseton 
Reservation, 


A Frantic Scramble When the Signal 
was Given at Noon. 


Thousands Join in the Race to Se- 
cure Choice Location. 


The Long Expected Day Passes Off With- 
out Serious Disturbance ers 
Preparing for the Opening 
in Indian Territory.

St. Pavt, April 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Reports from Sisseton 
Reservation this morning indicated that 
the weather was all that could be de- 
sired for the opening, but the conditions 
under foot were most unfavorable. The 
whole country was a sea of mud and 
water, and the race for choice selec- 
tions was to the strong instead of the 
swift. Several townships are sub- 
merged. Daylight found lines of filers 
at Fargo and Watertown. Sunlight 
also disclosed long lines of home-seek. 
ers and town site boomers stretched 
along the boundaries of the reservation, 
held back only by the guns of the sol- 
diers and fear of their claims being 
thrown out if they crossed in advance 
of the time. So thick were they that 
the long line of restless people seemed 
living marks to show the boundaries. 

Maj. Bernard laid his plarfs well to 
give all an equal chance. The various 
officers compared time pieces and 
promptly at noon the signal guns gave 
the word to go. Maj. Bernard’s bugler 
announced it at Brown’s Valley, and as 
the notes resounded from the hilltop a 
rapid firing of musketry all along the 
line carried the word to the eager mul- 
titude which started off at break-neck 
speed forthe promised land, through 
mud and slush, The mud had no terrors 
for them and pools of water, even small 
lakes, did not deter them, if by driving 
through them they could reach a coveted 
quarter section sooner. 

Last night a party of nearly 200 under 
the leadership of Oklahoma Charlie, at- 
tempted to cross Lake Traverse in the 
darkness and gain the reservation. A 
drunken member of the party, however, 
let the matter out, A detachment of 
soldiers met them as they landed, con- 
figcated the boats and drove them from 
the reservation. 

There is trouble at the Brown’s Val- 
ley bridge. Several hundred men went 
there yesterday, determined to cross. 

llis with fifty cavalrymen were 
dispatched to, the scéfie} He was or- 
dered to allow no one tojcross. It has 
been discoveréd that a stheme was on 
foot to secure the consent of land-own- 
ers along the east line of the reserva- 


Valley, whose lands adjoin the reserva- 
tion, to allow the followers of a combi- 
nation to,cross their land into the res- 
ervation and not permit anybody else to 
doso. It is not known to what extent 
this combination worked. 

The towns in the rear of the border, 
so full of life all the week, are now 
almost deserted. Even those who have 
no interest in the lands have gone to 
watch the hustling crowd. At Water- 
town all land-seekers have gone except 
1000 who felt secure in the validity of 
filing over the claims of squatters. It 
is believed there will be trouble between 
the filers and squatters over claims to 
the same lands. 

It has been a week of most intense 
excitement in a dozen towns bordering 
on the reservation. Today the towns 
were nearly deserted. During the 
night there was a continuous scene of 
activity, and before 10 o’clock the 
muddy streets were jammed with ve- 
hicles of every character. At 11 o’clock 
fully 3000 persons had collected along 


Traverse, and the cavalry had difficulty 
in keeping the impatient crowd in 
check, as they were becoming decidedly 
uneasy. Some settlers’ outfits were 
unique and interesting. <A large claim 
shanty with red window blinds, on 
wheels, was drawn up to the line, with 
a family living in it. Covered wagons 
in large numbers drew up and prepared 
for the race. A sack of feed, bunch of 
hay and spade composed the outfit of 
some, while others had wagons loaded 
with lumber for shanties, surmounted 
by small stoves, blankets, chairs, pans 
and kettles. The ubiquitous country 
editor, doctor, clergyman and county 
seat po.itician were all in line awaiting 
for the signal. 

There was the sharp, clear note ofa 
bugle at noon, the almost simultaneous 
crack of a carbine, then a volley from 
the whole far-reaching line of cavalry 
as the signal was taken up and carried” 
up in reverberating report to the thou- 
sands of waiting ears, and the Sisseton 
reservation was open. Five hundred 
teams plunged madly forward across 
-the prairie, with drivers regardless of 
direction. The horseback riders soon 
took the lead. Far up the lake a large 
party crossed in boats and succeeded in 
entering the reservation five miles 
“ahead of the crowd, but even then oth- 
ers gotin ahead of them. It is esti- 
mated that 1000 people made the rush 
from Brown's Valley, about 500 from 
Travare and some 600 from 
Wheaten. spite of ef- 
forts of the owner of the private 
bridge to stem the flood of boomers 
across the bridge in the interest of a 
land company, the police force was 
overwhelmed and lost in the struggle 
‘for the bridge. A large crowd also set 
out from Ledgerwood. There was a 
wild rush from Hankinson. A solid 
line south of there was awaiting the 
opening; and in several instances half 
a dozen made for the same claim, and 
trouble was feared. At Wedbay, on 
the southwest, some 500 or 600 peo- 
ple joined in the rush. 

From Wilmet there was a great rush 
and the train on the Milwaukee road 
pulled to the end of the track at a 
signal, from whence the boomers 
rushed to the lands on fast mustangs, 
which were provided by Indians at big 
prices. Infactthe Indian is a great 
man all over tbe reservation today. 
The on-rushing boomers from north, 
west and east met in the reservation, 
and if there is anv. trouble it will come

to which the settlers raced from differ- 
ent directions. 

Gov, Mellette of South Dakota has 
250 deputy sheriffs, heavily armed and 
instructed to maintain order on the re- 
serve, Every section of Coddington 
county, of which Watertown is the 
county-seat, was occupied by from one 
to five squatters before 1 o'clock. Nu- 
merous altercations ensued, but no 
bloodshed is reported. It is believed 
that the deputy sheriffs and militia will 
be able to maintain order. Many 
squatters have already begun the ertc- 
tion of houses, but a majority com- 
menced the settlement by digging wells 
and cisters, or by plowing the soil. 

At Fargo 100 filings were made in 


the course of the afternoon. Rev. Mr. 
Van Horn of the Baptist Church, Pre- 
siding Elder Cooper of the Methodist 


Church, and a lady are among the num- 
ber. A number of filers will probably 
lose their claims through squatters 
reaching the land first. 

Three thousand men were in line be- 
fore the land office at Watertown. The 
first place inthe line sold for $8000 
and the 126th for $2. Everything 
passed off quietly. Lee Stover, a local 
attorney, who purchased the first place 
at exactly noon, filed one declaratory, 
and tendered 110 others, which were 
rejected. The filing proceeded rapidly 
and it is thought the line will be ex- 
hausted by night. An unconfirmed re- 
port of the killing of a squatter in 
Grant county, but no particulars of 
this or any other serious trouble are re- 
ceived. 

Estimates place the number of set- 

tlers who went on the resérvation to- 
day at from 2500 to 8000. Every per- 
sop who wanceda claim got one and 
there seems to be plenty of vacant land 
left. 
Brown’s VAuLey (Minn.,) April 15.— 
The sharp, clear note of the bugle at 
noon today, the simultaneous crack of a 
carbine, thena volley from the whole, 
far-reaching line of cavalry and the 
Sisseton reservation was open. From 
the bushes along the shore of the Minne- 
sota River, from ravines hitherto sup- 
posed to be unpopulated, from every 
conceivable spot bordering on the reser- 
vation that conld sheltera man, horse 
or wagon there sprang a hoard of home- 
seekers, and the race for land began. 
There are fully 5000 settlers in the 
reservation. They are pretty evenly 
divided between the northern and east- 
ern borders. The squatter is monarch 
of all he surveys. e filer is literally 
out of the running. 

The rush was made with all sorts of 
conveyances, on horseback, in wagons, 
buggies and on foot. Riders and 
‘drivers lashed their horses to the top of 
their speed In the struggle to get there 
first. Ida Burnett, who graduated at 
the University of Minnesota, a strik- 
ingty handsome girl with a dash of 
Indian blood, is by this time the posses- 
sor of one of the choicest quarter sec- 
tions about the town site. She was the 
first on the field behind the fastest steed 
obtainable. She staked out a claim at 
once and went to work erecting a 
shanty. 

Gov. Mellette had 250 deputy sheriffs 
| on’ the “reservation” heavily armed to 
maintain order. Wells are being dug 
everywhere. All squatters apparently 
intend to live on the land. Plows will 
soon be going everywhere. 

Fargo (N. D.,) April 15.—One hun- 
dred applicants were in line here for 
the Sisseton lands. Applications were 
taken twenty-five per hour. Every- 
body was good natured. ‘ 

HEATON (Minn.,) April 15.—At noon 
guns were fired for the opening of the 
land, and the anxious crowd of 1,000 
men, women and children made the 
rush. The greatest rush seemed to be 
on the Milwaukee road from Wilmot in 
an endeavor to locate a town site. 
Crowds are still seen coming from the 
north. 


THE OKLAHOMA BOOMERS. 


Thousands Gathered on the Reservation 

Borders Awaiting the Opening Day. 

Reno (Oklahoma,) April 15.—/By 
the Associated Press.| Boomers con- 
tinue to pour in all along the border, 
but the crowd will not be as great as 
that which entered Oklahoma. The 
boomers do not seem to have cash, 
though most have flour and bacon, and 
hundreds realize that they are notin a 
condition to hold down a claim, but hope 
to secure a good piece of land and sell 
it out in a day or so.

The Conspiracy of the Paris 
Anarchists, 


Wholesale Destruction of Life and 
Property Their Object. 


How the Conspirators Prepared Their 
Infernal Machines. 


Other Foreign News—The Carolines Dis- 
pute Settled—English Commént on 
the Settlement of Italy’s Dis- 
pute With United States. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Paris, April 15.—| By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The irdictment of Rava- 
chol, the Anarchist, and his five accom- 
plices, including Mariette, mistress of 
Beatot, one of the accomplices, was 
presented today, It gives the first con- 
nected history of the conspiracy in 
which the prisoners are implicated. 

The facts of the case open in April, 
1891, when De Camp, an associate of 
Chaumartin, was convicted of wound- 
ing a policeman in an affray. The 
plotters met at Chaumartin’s house and 
arranged a programme of reyenge. 

The first victim selected was Judge 
Benoit; who presided at the trial re- 
sulting in DeCamp’s conviction, and’ 
Boulot, who prosecuted him. The _ in- 
dictment details the story of the steal- 
ing of the dynamite andthe making of 
bombs by Ravachol, who filled them 
with a mixture of dynamite, grisoutine 
and iron. The conspirators also planned 
to blow up the police station at Clichy, 
March 7. Ravachol, Simon and Beatot 
wentto the police station, carrying 
with them a saucepan loaded with dyna- 
mite. They had a number of fuses 
ready for use. When they arrived at 
the station they found an officer stand- 
ing in the doorway; his presence foiled 
their design. 

The indictment next details the ex- 
plosion atthe residence of Judge Be- 
noit in the Boulevard St. Germain and 
how failing to kill the judge, they made 
a second attempt; how Ravachol and 
his fellow conspirators, working by re- 
ceipts the yprocured from the Interna- 
tional (newspaper,) made a bomb filled 
with nitro-glycerine, mining powder 
and sebastine. The evidence of a 
woman named Chevalier is embodied in 
the indictment. She describes how, 
upon entering the room in which the 
conspirators were at work, she sawa 
man holding a vessel as large as the 
crown of a hat, while Ravachol poured 
drops of something into the receptacle 
and Chaumartin stirred the mixture 
with a spoon. 

Ravachol, the indictment states, alone 
effected the explosion at the residence 
of Prosecetor the Rue Clichy. 
He placed an explosive compound under 
the staircase in the belief that none of 
the inmates of the house could possibly 
escape death. The indictment also re- 
veals the fact that the prisoners were 
engaged in a plot to blow up the Palais 
de Justice at atime when it should be 
most crowded. 

Ravachol's brother was totlay taken 
to the prison where the Anarchist leader 
isconfined. There was an immediate 
recognition between the two men, 
which is regarded as having established 
the prisoner’s identity beyond doubt. 


THE MAFIA LYNCHING. 


How London Papers Regard the Settle- 
ment with Italy. 

Lonpon, April 15.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The Times, com- 
menting upon the settlement of the 
questionin dispute between Italy and 
the United States says: 

Upon a greatChristian anniversary like 
Good Friday it is often dificult in the rec. 
ord of current events to find anything that 
very distinctly shows the influence of Chris- 
tianity upon international conduct. To- 
day, however, we have to chronicle 
what is, at least, one of the most 
benign and gracious forms of diplo. 
matic actions. This is the amicable 
settlement of the dispute Between Italy 
and the United States.’ The thing is all the 
more precious because Blaine is not, per- 
haps, quite the first flower of Christian 
chivalry. Italy istoo far apart from the 
United States for the breaking off of diplo- 
matic intercourse to produce very serious 
consequences, but Italians, nevertheless, 
are to be congratulated upon the conces- 
sion of their demands and upon scoring a 
genuine diplomatic triumph. 

The Daily Graphic, under the caption, 
‘‘Blaine’s Latest Surrender,’ says: 

The result establishes an important prec. 
edent in which the countries of Europe are 
interested. It establishes the responsibil- 
ity of the Federal Government of the 
United States for the safety of strangers 
within her gates, no matter how local au- 
thorities may choose to act.

I learned 
that in States whose conventions have 
declared for Harrison if Blaine would 
permit his name to go before the Na- 
tional Convention the delegations would 
vote forhim. The general sentiment is 
that Blaine’s name will be hurled into 
the convention at the last moment. I 
heard that Blaine did not intend to make 
a canvass for the nomination, but if the 
people iusisted on his running that 
he would submit to the popular 
will. @think Blaine wrote that recent 
letter, stating that he would not be a 
candidate, while he was in poor spirits, 
superinduced by ill-health. Ihadachat 
with the Secretary of State about the 
matter, and he spoke of his age. I re- 
plied that if Mr. Blaine was able to per- 
form the onerous duties of Secretary of 
State he was surely capable of attend- 
ing to Presidential tasks.

ANOTHER CYCLONE 


It Causes Losa of Life and Great Damage 
in Virginia. 

PetersBure (Va.,) April 15.—[By the 
Associated Press.| This vicinity was 
visited by a terrific wind, rain and hail- 
storm. In Dinwiddie county the wind 
attained the velocity of a cyclone and 
houses, barns and fences were leveled 
and trees uprooted. The residence of 
Milton R. Rose at Stony Creek was car- 
ried from its foundations and crushed 
to pieces. Mrs. Rose was instantly 
killed. Other members of the family 
escaped uninjured, but itis stated that 
a servant girl was also killed. 

In Norfolk the wind attained a veloc- 
itv of sixty miles an hour, and hail- 
stones as large as walnuts fell. 

At Lambert’s Point a portion of the 
new roundhouse, from twelve to twenty 
feet high, was razed tothe ground. 

In Princess Anne county, near Creeds 
bridge, fifteen dwellings and barns 
were totally destroyed. 


SPLIT ON BRUNER. 


The San Francisco Grand Jury Discharged 
Because They Could not Agree. 

San Francisco, April 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The grand jury which 
was impaneled January 27, to take up 
the work of the preceding grand jury, 
which the Supreme Court declared an 
illegal body, was discharged this after- 
noon by Judge Troutt. Eight of the 
jurors petitioned on Tuesday last to be 
released from further duty on the 
ground that the majority refused to join 
in finding proper indictments. It is un- 
derstood that the indictment in ques- 
tion relates to ex-Assemblyman Elwood 
Bruner charged with complicity in the 
scandals affecting the late Legislature. 

Judge Troutt in dismissing the jury 
said that similar petitions had been re- 
ceived from other jurors and he would 
therefore comply with their unanimous 
request to be discharged.

England Concerned About

Lonpvon, April 15.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
The revelations made before the com- 
mittee inquiring into the state of the 
British army have been the sensation 
of the week. Leading military chiefs 
concurred in the opinion that there is 
hardly a single infantry battalion at 
home that is effective. The revelations 
will lead to active agitation in Parlia- 
ment as soon as recess is over, the Sec- 
retary of War having promised that he 
will not obstruct a full discussion and 
sweeping reforms. 

Adjt.-Gen. Wood declared that 50 
per cent. of the men encamped at 
Aldershott are unfit for camp duty and 
for a day’s service on account of youth 
and lack of stamina. The Duke of Cam- 
bridge, commander-in-chief, indorsed 
the startling statement, adding that if 
called upon to mobilize two army corps 
on short notice it would be impossible, 
and he did not think it possible to 
mobilize one corps composed of twenty- 
five battalions of infantry. 

In response tothe query: ‘‘Are the 
battalions fit for home defense’?’’ Lord 
Wolseley replied: ‘If we were invaded 
tomorrow they would be better than 
nothing.’’ He said the volunteer forces 
was the most important factor in home 
defense. 

The Duke of Connanght said that if 
his command were ordered to service, 
not half of them would be allowed to 
go, on account of their unfitness. The 
main cause of weakness of the home 
battalions is stated to .be depletion of 
the best men for foreign and colonial 
service. Lord Wolseley likened the 
forces to a squeezed lemon. The Duke 
of Connaught held that grown men 
would not join the service, as wearers of 
the Queen's uniform socially 
ostrabised, and because soldiers are 
wantonly burdened with excessive sen- 
try duty. 

In regard to strengthening the home 
battalions, the concensus of opinion 
favored more liberal pay and better 
pensions. 

Salisbury has clinched his hold on the 
Khedive by inciting him to open a quar- 
rel with the Sultan in requesting the 
withdrawal of Moukhtar Pasha.

A Decision of Much Interest to Druggists 
and Their Clerks. 
SACRAMENTO, April 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Superior Judge Van 
Fleet rendered an important decision 
today which interests druggists through- 
out the State. Thomas Y. Tallman, the 
manager of a local drug store, applied 
to the State Board of Pharmacy for a 
certificate of registration as a prac- 
ticing pharmacist, but was refused on 
the ground that he was not what he 
claimed to be; that he was simply con- 
ducting a place \for another. Tallman 
then brought suit in the Superior Court 
fora writ of mandate to compel the 
board to issue the desired certificate. 
The court decided against Tallman. 
“The petitioner cannot,’’ says the 
Court, “in the sense of the statute, be 


held to be the conductor of the phar:

to $3814,309,944 in 1890 and the 
amount of manufactured product 
from $267,252, 918 to $888,231,109. 
These figures do not include 271 mills 
that were not in operation in 1890, 


Tae steady change in the character 
of New England’s population, which 
has been visible for more than fiftv 
years, is strongly emphasized by the 
Census Office report on the nativity of 
the inhabitants of the six States of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecti- 
cut. In 1890 there were in these six 
States 4,700,000 persons, of whom 
1,114,000, or about 25 per cent., were 
of foreign birth, the number of foreign- 
born persons having increased 348,000, 
or about 43 per cent.,since 1880. The 
number of native-born persons in New 
England has incréased 841,000, or 
about 10 per cent., in the same period. 


THomaT Nast, who is now furnishing 
full-page cartoons for the Chicago In- 
ter-Ocean is opening the vials of his 
ridicule against New York.

We refer 
to an article which appeared yesterday 
morning under the caption ‘‘The Silver 
Nail,’’ followed by a capitalized intima- 
tion about a plan for ‘hitting it squarely 
on the head’’ and ‘a solution of the 
question.’’ The article is ostensibly 
taken from the New York Journal of 
Finance, but we apprehend that it was 
clipped and sentin by the advertising 
agent of H. H. Warner, the great kid- 
ney curist- It is, in fact, an intervie 
with Mr. Warner, and, along with some 
oblique references to kidney and liver 
complaints, it outlines a plan for the re- 
habilitation and protection of silver as 
a coin medium. This plan is, in short, 
to establish a nearly prohibitive duty 
on the importation ofsilver. The great 
safe-cure man asks: 


“Why should not silver, which is one of 
the largest productions of this country, be 
protected as well as wool, cotton or iron?’ 
By this method our silver mining indus- 
tries, which are now being shut down, ow- 
ing to the low price of silver, would rapidly 
reassume the prominence so recently at- 
tained, and the demands of our country for 
silver for coins and the arts weuld be sup- 
plied from our own mines.”’ 

“In other words, Mr. Warner, you would 
properly protect silver mining industries 
the same as other industries and products?” 
“Precisely.’’ 


That the Herald. which, in good ortho- 
dox Democratic fashion, abominates 
any kind of a tariff except one for rev- 
enue, and scouts the idea of building up 
American industries in this way, should 
be tricked into publishing such a dec- 
laration under the caption of “hitting 
the nail on the head’’ is truly pathetic. 
It is published, too, in the reading col- 
umns, without any advertising mark 
whatever, and must go forth to the 
great Domocratic public of Southern 
California as the sincere sentiment of 
our contemporary. Many a man has 
been warned out of a Democratic 
community and many a newspaper 
has been tabooed or sacked for 
no worse offense than that.

Let the New Competing Overland 
Road Come South, 


A number of wealthy men of San 
Francisco, seeing the commercial de- 
cadence of that city, have at last com- 
bined to rescue it from the condition of 
dry rot. into which it has fallen, and 
build a railway to Ogden, there to con- 
nect with the lines reaching eastward. 
The names of the men who are engaged 
in this enterprise are a guaranty that 
the great work will be done. They had 
grown rich, and had sat down in peace 
to leave their accumulations to their 
children, but the growth of Portland, 
Spokane, Seattle, Los Angeles and San 
Diego has shown them that their chil- 
dren would have no inheritance if they 
do not take active steps toward the 
protection of what they have. 

The people of Southern California 
are interested in this great work. The 
projectors propose building their line 
up the Sacramento Valley and cross the 
Sierras through Beckwith Pass—thence 
across the desert to Ogden. A better 
line will bring them within 100 miles 
of Los Angeles, giving them not only a 
large share of the traffic of the San Joa- 
quin Valley, but also a share of that of 
Southern California, a business of itself 
equal to all of that of the whole State 
northof Tehachepi. Southern Califor- 
nia should offer inducements to the San 
Franciscans to build their road via 


Walker’s Pass, even if this end 
of the State has to build the 
line to connect Los Angeles and 


San Diego with it. Every city, town 
and hamletin this end of the State is 
interested in this matter, and there 


the people. If Los Angeles and San 
Diego would call meetings, appoint 
committees to formuiate, plans. and put 
the ball in motion, the rest of Southern 
California would join the procession. 
and the project could be made a success. 
Here is a field for the display of énergy 
on the part of our progressive citizens.

A COMPETING RAILROAD. 
Yesterday's Chronicle contained a piece 
of information which cannot fail to inter- 
est every citizen of California. It was to 
the effect that a number of wealthy men in 
this city have quietly got together, without 
any flourishing oftrumpets or beating of 
drums, and subscribed $3,000,000 for the 
construction of a railroad between San 
Francisco and Salt Lake. The subscribers 
are all men of ample wéalth, and their pur- 
pose is indicated by the agreement into 
which they have entered that the road 
whea completed shall not be sold to any 
competing line for ten years from the date 
of its completion, and that it will not pool 
earnings with any other road. 

Itis in this way that genuine railroad 
competition comes about in most cases. 
Whenever an ostensible competing railroad 
is started with a great hurrah and a lavish 
display of prospectuses and advertising the 
chances are that the move is purely a spec- 
ulative one, intended to force one or more 
of the established lines to buy out the pro- 
jectors or admit them toa share of existing 
business. 

Certainly it isa much more hopeful sign 
for a competing road tnat it is planned 
quietly and unostentatiously, than it would 
be were it ushered in by the ringing of bells 
and the.tooting of horns. The men who 
are behind this undertaking are little apt 
to throw away their money in building rail- 
roads for sentiment or from a desire to 
have their vanity gratified by being called 
railroad magnates. They have studied the 
situation, and if thev undertake to build a 
railroad to Salt Lake they will build it. 

It would be useless to enumerate the ad- 
vantages of a.competing railroad, for mere 
sermons have been preached from that text 
tran from any other that can be recalied. 
All we can say is that the new enterprise 
should receive encouragementin every way 
possible, and that it should be pushed to 
completion as rapidly as circumstances will 
permit. | 


We again present for the con- 
sideration of these proposing San 
Francisco rail-road builders—who are 
partly on the right track—the ex- 
pediency of coming south with 
their proposed line. Let them care- 
fully examine the ground, and all 
the considerations which properly enter 
into the question, and they -will come to 
the conclusion that their interest, as 
well as the true destiny of this new en- 
terprise, lie in this direction. The ac- 
tive coiperation of Southern California 
is something they might seek with great 
advantage.

They propose to 
give to each subscriber to a $200,000 
fund advertising space in a paper 
to be distributed at the Fair. A

Chicago’S ex-Mayor Given a Re- 
ception. 


Greeted. by a Large Number of Citi- 
zens Last Evening. 


The Freedom of the City. Extended 
by Mayor Hazard.

The Courtesy Acknowledged by the Dis- 
tinguished Guest In a Witty Speech 
~A Good Opinion of 
California. 


The informal reception tendered last 
evening to Hon. Carter Harrison, editor 
of the Chicago Times and ex-Mayor of 
Chicago, called out a large number of 
the representative business men of the 
city, and many more would doubtless 
have been present had it’ been possible 
to give a longer preliminary uotice. 
The Chicago editor tg. an active man, 
who never stays in one spot many min- 
utes atatime. Fordays the directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce have been 
trying to arrange a reception for him, 
but were unable to locate the distin- 
guished guest long enough'to.do so. On 
Thursday, however, after sending nu- 
merous telegrams to Yarfous towns in 
adjoining counties, he was discovered 
at Riverside, and arrangements were 
speedily made forthe reception which 
occurred last evening at the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

It was 8:80 o’clock before the hon- 
ored guest of the evening, escorted by 
C. M. Wells. president of the chamber, 
and Mayor H. T. Hazard, appeared on 
the platform, where Were seated Maj. 
E. W Jones, L. N. Breed, Robert Mc- 
Garvin, Col. H. G. Gtis, of Taz Times, 
E. F.C. Klokke, E. F. Spence, A. D. 
Childress, H. Jevne, W. E. Hughes, A. 
W. Francisco, W. T. Johnson, D. Mc- 
Garry, S. B. Lewis and H O. Collins. 

Mr. Harrison was introduced by C. 
M. Wells as one of Chicago’s most dis- 
tinguished citizens and.one who, of all 
other Chicagoans, toward which city 
our own sustains such close relations, 
had shown the most kindly courtesy to 
California and Californians. 

The freedom of the city was then pre- 
sented to Mr. Harrison by Mayor Haz- 
ard, who delivered to him with an ap- 
priate speech a ponderous key, four 
feet long and decorated with red, white 
and blue ribbons. 

In response Mr. Harfison said that in 
accepting the key he félt that he had 
taken a good deal of a burden upon him- 
self; if the lock were as big as the key 
it would require a good deal of strength 
to turn it and more to push the door 
open after it was unlocked. He spoke 
modestly of his kindness to California, 
turned a clever joke atthe expense of 
ex-Mayor Spence, induiged in a few 
pleasantries, and then, turning to more 
sober themes dwelt upon California in 
general and Los Angeles in particular— 
the resources and futute prospects of 

outhern California. He alluded to Los 
Angeles as the Chicago ‘of the West, 
about as busy and active as was Chitago 
when it had the same population. He 
advanced the novel and entirely origi- 
nal idea that California does not belong 
to America, but, judging from the qual- 
}ity and capabilities of the soil, must 
have-split off from Asia; during some 
mighty upheaval of nature, and floating 
over here, driven by some great cyclone, 
had welded itself to oyg,continent. In 
support of this conclusion he mentioned 
the veculiar characteristics and hospi- 
tality of its soil. Plants, trees and 
-vines grow even moré thrifty than 
intheir native land. Comparing the 
population of California with that of 
Japan he demonstrated that homes 
could be furnished for 28,600,000 peo- 
ple within the 15,000 ‘square miles of 
territory south of Cape Ooncepcion, 
providing the people lived as they do in 
Japan, three and one-third persons to 
every acre. In Japan, however, they 
raise three crops, while here. \but one. 
This brings the population.dewn one- 
third, or to about 9,50@,;000. If Cali- 
fornians require three titjes as much to 
eat as Japanese then ‘should have a 
population of between $000,000 and 
4,000,000 people southwf the divide. 
‘“‘And right here,’”’ he ad@edy ‘I want 
to offer a piece of sage*sadvice. You 
ought to cut off from hern Califor- 
nia. |Applause. ] 

‘‘We Democrats are boss, however, 
in the House of Representatives, there- 
fore your. only way is to turn Democrat, 
buy the Chicago Times and become an 
independent State of your own,” 
[Laughter. } 

In speaking especially of Los Angeles 
he urged the necessity of making more 
parks. ‘‘Make it the sanitarium of the 
whole United States and deck it up as a 
park as nature intended,” he exclaifned. 
“If I were mayor,’ he continued, 
would go in fora magnificent system of 
parks. You have one with a fish pond 
—little more than a frog pond—and you 
ought to have several hundred acres in 
parks, It would be a goad speculation. 
Eastern people come here for health 
and stay for pleasure. Give them the 
freedom of your city ip magnificent 
parks and boulevards,’» 

' In closing Mr. Harrison stated that he 
would like very much t6 own an orange 
grove in Southern California, and after 
“telling a story about..a rich Boston 
widow who bought a Riverside grove of 
a bachelor and the bachelor afterward 
wooed and won both the widow and her 
o.chard, said that he would be glad to 
seize just such an opportunity, viz., a 
widow, or a young lady, and an orchard. 
He also mentioned the fact.that it was 
leap year and the ladies therefore need 
not hesitate.

The information contained in the press 
lispatches from San Francisco, which 
havé been printed in Tas Times, give 
more hope for the ultimate construction 
bf a competing transcontinental line 
than has been offered by previous rumors 
bearing on the same subject. It is 
ositively stated that San Francisco 
apitalists have actually put up a good 
ortion of the required cash for inaug- 
rating the great work, and declare 
heir intention of pushing the enter- 
prise. The report is so positive that 
much interest has been excited by it. 
The names given of the men who sub- 
scribed for the stock comprise many 
who are millionaires several times over 
and amply able to build the road 
wholly from their own fortunes, 
though, of course, such is not their 
intention, as their influence will be ex- 
|pected to supplement their cash to- 
| wardinteresting others in the road. 
|The Examiner of the 14th says that A. 
C. Cleveland of Reno, Nev., who has 
been in San Francisco the past two 
months, working, up this enterprise, 
feels jubilant over the result. It is 
| known that Mr. Cleveland has been 
working on the proposition verv earn- 
| estly and quietly. He first went to the 
Traffic Association to take up the mat- 
ter, but it refused to do so, not because 
ofa lackof sympathy for the move- 
ment, but on the ground that the pro- 
ject could be better developed by indi- 
vidual action. To his friends he ap- 
pears to be in good spirits over the 
character of the subscribers and the 
amount of the _ subscriptions. Mr. 
Cleveland, himself, is not a man 
of great wealth, being probably worth 
$100,000. He is a cattleman and 
rancher, being owner of the Spring Hill 
ranch, Nevada. He is* somewhat of a 
political manager also. Together with 
S. T. Gage, he was in the employ of the 
Central Pacific a number of years ago, 
attending to political matters for that 
corporation in Nevada. Since that 
time, however, he is not known to have 
had any connection with the Hunting- 
ton syndicate. If the project which 
now engages his attention progresses 
favorably he and his immediate friends 
hope that some $2,000,000 may be ob- 
tained from the Nevada counties that 
will be crossed by the line, in view of 
the factthat atthe last session of the 
Nevada Legislature a law was enacted 
giving the several counties the power 
to bond themselves to the extent of 
$3000 per mile for a railroad running 
east and west across the State and pass- 
ing through their respective limits. 
DECIDUOUS FRUIT RATES. 

The Associated Press dispatch printed 
_in this paper yesterday, quoting Gen- 
eral Traffic Manager Stubbs of the 
Southern Pacific as saying that decidu- 
ous fruit rates would be reduced to East- 
ern points, was rather blind, and neither 
a confirmation nor explanation of it 
could be had here. No one knew any- 
thing about such contempld@ted action. 
The Santa Fé people are particularly 
interested, for they have received no 
intimation of the Southern Pacifi’s in- 
tention to cut the rate, if the dispatch 
can be construed that way. It is sus- 
pected that the Santa Fé trafic officials 
fear the Southern Pacific will take some 
such action in fetaliation for the arbi- 
trary act of the former in regard to or- 
ange rates a few months ago. The 
present rates on deciduous fruits are 
$2.50 by passenger and $1.50 bv 
freight train to New York, and $2.25 
and $1.25 respectively to Chicago. 
These rates have been in effect since 
July 25, 18%1, and no: notice has been 
given of an intention to reduce them. 
In the matter of deciduous fruit ship- 
ments from the Northern belt the South- 
ern Pacific has much the same advan- 
tage over competitors as the Santa 
Fé enjoys inthe Southern citrus coun- 
try, and it is probable that the expected 
retaliation for the orange rate matter 
is now to be heard from in the North. 
The reported reduction will be wel- 
comed by shippers,.and make things 
lively between the two great railroads.

SUIT TO RECOVER DEFICIENCY JUDGMENT. 

The trial of the cases of W. F. Swayse 
vs. N, M. Entler, an action ona judg- 
ment, and N. M. Entler vs. J. S. Hutch- 
ins, an action on a contract, was com- 
menced before Judge Shaw in Depart- 
ment Five yesterday, both being tried 
together for convenience, Messrs. Al- 
len, Conrey and Miller appeared for 
Swayse, and John Haynes, Esq., repre- 
sented Entler. 

The facts of the matter as gathered 
from the pleadings and testimony are, 
in brief, as follows: Some time ago 
Entler, who owned considerable prop- 
erty in this and San Bernardino coun- 
ties, made arrangements with Hutch- 
ins, who owned a hoteland land sur- 
rounding it, in Nevada City, Storey 
county, Iowa, to exchange his San Ber- 
nardino county property for the 
latter premises, Hutchins agreeing to 
accept his note for $5000 for the bal- 
ance between the values of the two 
properties; the same to be secured by a. 
mortgage. This note being still unpaid 
at maturity Hutchins assigned his claim. 
to Swayse, who brought suit against 
Entler in* Iowa, and obtained a decree 
of foreclosure againsthim. The present 
suit is to recover a deficiency judg- 
ment of $2700 which remains -unset- 
tled. | 

Entler, on the other hand, in his 
action against Hutchins claims that he 
was defrauded, in that the defendant 
misrepresented the value of his hotel 
and property to his damage in the sum 
of $10,000. He alleges that Hutchins 
represented that his hotel was on a 
piece of land valued at $13,000; that 
it was the best hotel of athriving and 
llvely town of 2500 people; that it was 
then leased forthree years to a man 
who was paying $70 per month for it 
and who had given a mortgage upon 
$2500 worth of furniture in the hotel 
to secure the rent and that he earnestly 
desired to again lease the property for 
five years atthe same rent; whereas, 
upon personal investigation, after the 
deal had been made he found that it 
was really not worth $3000; asthe 
fact that it only brought $2300 under 
the hammer at the sheriff's sale showed 
conclusively. 

A number of witnesses were examined 
tor the plaintiff, and the matter at 5 
o’clock went over until this morning.

The public schools of Pasadena will ce- 
pen Monday for another two-months’ ses- 
ion. So said the voters of this school dis- 
rict yesterday by a majority that cannot 
be misunderstood. 
The election was held at the Wilson 
chool building and was conducted by-Capt. 
a. C. Drake, W. B. Mosher and Ambrose 
Monahan. The polls opened at sunrise, 
and before 5 o'clock, the hour for closing, 
810 votes had been cast, of which 359 
were in favor of the speégial tax of $10,000 
fsa 251 were againstit.. Allday long. ac. 
ve electioneering was kept up on both 
sides. Numerous conveyances were at the 
[Aisposal of people who could find time to 
vote, whilein the vicinity of the polling 
place were assembled earnest advocates on 
either side who tried to influence voters 
this way or that by pursuasive argument. 

The result was received with much 
gratification by the people. generally. 
‘When the school trustees issued the call 
ifor the election and_ stated the 
inecessity of a special tax of $10,000 to 
| meet the expenses of the current year much 
idissatisfaction was expressed, it being 
urged that the schools had been extrava- 
gantly managed, and that it would be bad 
policy to pay out any more for their sup- 

rt. Had the election been ueld the day 
after the call was issued the tax would not 
have carried. But further consideration 
seemed to convince the people that it would 
be poor economy to close the schools at this 
time of year, and that the way to attain 
the desired end isto elect the right sort of 
a man to the school board next June—facts 
which THE Times has maintained from the 
start. 

When it comes to the scratch, Pasa- 
denians always stand by -the schools, and 
support is never lacking when the need be- 
comes urgent.

CAHUENGA VALLEY. 


An Opiniou on the Question of Irri- 
gation. 


Plenty of Water for Power and Lighting 
as Well as Irrigation—World’s Fair 
—Notes and Personals from 
Hollywood, 


Crops are unusually fine. . 

The long line of black walnut trees on 
Senator Cole’s ranch are nowin bloom—a 
sight worth coming miles to see. 

Corn and pumpkin planting is going on. 

Schuyler Cole, who has not been well for

‘day. Mrs. Cole, as manager forthe World's 


Fair, is already planning for a large and 
attractive display of the women in her dis- 
trict. This is the. Sixth District, and runs 
all along the Coast from Los Angeles to 
Santa Cruz inclusive. 

F. J. Moll writes to THs Timgs as follows: 
‘“‘Having been appointed on a committee to 
organize an irrigation district and the pro- 
curing of sufficient water for the same, I 
had occasion to make quite a thorough ex- 
amination of the different water sources 
that can be procured, as also the reservoir 
sites for the storing of water. I find that 
at an elevetion of 600 feet above the sea 
level, being about on the opposite side of 
the Cahuenga Pass, there is a stream of 
water in the Los Angeles River bed about 

“fifty feet wide and not less than three feet 
deep, and according to the swiftness of the 
current not lessthan 100,000,000 gallons 
of water passes this place every twenty- 
four hours, which is afterward almost en- 
tirely lost in the sand. This observation 
was made during thedry season, before the 
late rains. Now if the city would pipe this 
water along the base of the hills of the 
Rancho Los Feliz to a place on the opposite 
side of a cafion known as the Sepulveda 
Cafion, and tunnel through the same fora 


‘distance of about three-fourths of a* mile, 
} you will find here a natural reservoir, with 
nearly 1,000,000,000 gallons capacity, 


walled in on three sides, with only an open- 
ing of some fifty or sixty feet to close and 
make the same complete. This reservoir 
is about on an elevation of 550 feet above 
sea level; from this natural reservoir site 
‘there is.a gradual decline, and within less 
than a quarter of a mile distance and with 
a fall of about fifty feet another excellent 
reservoir site is to be found, with almost 
the same capacity. Connecting the two 
reservoirs witha flume or large pipe the 
natural pressure of this large body of 
water, backed by a large flow from séveral 
thousand feet elevation, would give an al. 
most uncalculable amount of horse power, 
which, I believe, would certainly be suffi- 
cient to furnish this city with electric light 
at night, including the valley and the pos. 
sible running of the Cahuenga Valley Rail- 
road by electricity at day time from the 
city to Santa Monica. This amount of 
‘water would be more thah ever needed to 
irrigate the section of land in question, 
both of which would bring the city quite a 
revenue annually, beside having enough 
left to supply the future needs of the citv 
of Los Angeles, andthe entire project cou 4 
be accomplished at an almost nominal out- 
lay.

false brand. With this policy adopted who 
can expect Orange county to secure and 
maintain a reputation as acitrus-producing 
county?
